after being confronted by a 
man whose .38 caliber weapon 
misfired. 


The head of the policemen's 


union, Edward J. Kiernan, said 
after the Friday attack that of- 
ficers should buy shotguns, car- 
ry them in patrol cars and 
shoot to kill if the need for 
arms arose. 


Police Commissioner Patrick 


W. Murphy said the two slain 
patrolmen, Waverly Jones and 
Joseph Piagentini, were "gun- 
ned down from behind" as they 
left a Harlem apartment build- 
ing after calling on a sick per- 
son. 


"Maniacal" Attack 


"This was an organized at-! 


tempt," Murphy said, "deliber-j 
ate, unprovoked and maniacal.

The shootings occurred less 


than three hours after packets 
containing license plates with 
a number linked to the Wednes- 
day shooting were delivered to 
a Harlem radio station, WLIB, 
and to The New York Times.

goons of this racist government

Sterilization Praised as Alternative to Pesticide 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Ster- 


ilization of nuisance birds, in- 
sects and rodents could make 
pesticides obsolete while resolv- 
ing many of mankind's worst 
worries about the environment, 
one of the National Audubon 
Society's chief biologists said 
Friday.

blamed successes with DDT in 
the 1940s for causing a 30-year 
lag in private and government 
research into the preferable use 
of chemical sterilants. 


"Sterilization 
could replace 


all pesticides." he said. "Pesti- 
cides are cheaper to begin 
with. But we've found pesti- 


cides, socially and economic- 
ally, are costlier hi the long 
run."

ment said, would be to reduce 
the populations of pigeons, star- 
lings, English sparrows. Nor- 
way rats and other nuisance 
immigrants with similar pro- 
duction of sterilized males. 


"Sterilizing agents, even in 


chemical form, are preferable 


because they don't harm other 
species and don't stain the en- 
vironment," he said. 


Chemical sterilants, he said, 


"are less subject to failure than 
pesticides to which insects and 
other animals eventually devel- 
op immunity." 


They also are less painful to 


animals than poisons, weapons 
and traps. 


"They would live out their 


lives painlessly," unaware their 
sex life was the downfall of 
their numbers, he said. 


He cited the bluebird as a na- 


tive American bird which some 
authorities feel faces extinction, 
partially as a result of their 
nesting sites being taken over 


by the booming populations of 
starlings and English sparrows, 
a couple of 19th century im- 
ports.

birds 
to survive,"

said.
